1 ) Voles does not disclose or suggest the differential frequency of the first signal sequence differeing from the differential frequency of the 
second signal portion sequence. 

Response: Voles teaches transmitting stepped freqeuncy signals (col 2, lines 12-23) and the differences in those steps is (delta f). Voles 
also teaches four interleaved sequences as described in col 5, lines 30-47. Voles then goes on to suggest that the interleaved sequence 
could be arranged in a mixture of descending and ascending order. When the sequences are arranged as (I IV) then (II III) the differential 
frequency of the first signal portion is 3*(delta f) and the differential frequency of the second signal portion is (delta f). making the the 
frequency differential from the first signal portion different from the second signal portion. 
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
